and well-to-do countrymen once more and to ask them 
at all events to save an old college which ‘is on the’ eve of 

destruction, if they are. unable to found a new one. We 
should take the management of the Agra College into our 

hands, call it the Anglo-Aryan College, and make it a 

national college for the Hindus as the Aligarh Anglo- 

Muhammadan College is for the Musalmans. In fact, ‘it 
already deserves to be regarded as our national college, 
inasmuch as it is supported from an endowment made by one 
of our countrymen. Pandit Gangadhar Shistri endowed 
it with one and a half lakhs of rupees and some villages. . For 
the future the Government has resolved to give only a por- 
tion of the income from the endowment for its support, if it 
is maintained, and to spend the remainder of the income on the 
spread of primary education. Setting aside the question as to 
whether this decision of the Government is in accordance 
with the wishes of Pandit Gangadhar Shastri, and whether, 
if he had now been alive, he would have consented to 
the withdrawal of the endowment from’ the Agra ‘College 
and to its devotion to the spread of elementary educ 0 
would it not be a matter for deep regret if we were uns 

- to maintain the college?, ‘Would it not be a matter of shame 
for us not to be able to maintain an old college while Mosal- 
mans are establishing new Colleges? The entire cost of the ool- 
lege, including the school classes, would amount’ to Bs, 8,000 a 
month. If we could manage to raise Beano a hs month by, Br 
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not make this letter public until a comnrittee bas been 
established to take the management of the college into its 
hands. ‘Looking at the failures of the movements set on fuot 
for the revival of the Delhi and Bareilly Colleges, we had 
better not give publicity to any movement of this kind in 
fature until we have placed it on.a firm basis.

Postal savings banks. August states that the postal savings

gress. If measures had been adopted to make - their. exist- 
ence more widely known, the progress would have been stil 
greater. Tho fol lowing proposals are deserving ‘of atter 
at. the hands of the Government (1) As tho. rules about 
depositing money in the banks are at present printed in 
English in the deposit-books, ‘the ' Z spositors who are .un 
acquainted with “Bnglish find it fica It to know their 
man who has a — at « ctr Peery ; 
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everywhere. When a.depositor changes his residence, the 
post-master should note the balance to his credit in his deposit- 
bouk. (3) The depositor is. not charged anything for’ tho 
deposit-book for the first time... Bat if he requires another 
book, owing to the first book having. been lost: or owing 
to his change of residence, he is charged one rupee. for 
it, although it is by no means worth more than two annas, 
The charge is too heavy, especially for the poor. (4) When 
a depositor wishes to deposit any more money in the bank, he - 
has only to send the money and the deposit-book by his ser- 
vant to the post-office. This rule is very objectionable. Sup- 
pose the servant delivers only a portion of the money to the 
post-office clerk who receives such deposits, or the clerk 
enters only a portion of the money in the deposit-book and 
appropriates the remainder to: his own use. In that conse 
there would be no written evidence to show what amount: was 
actually sent by the depositor. No deposit should be received 
by the post-office until it is accompanied with a note, which 
should state the amount to be deposited and should be signed 
by the depositor. The depositors should be “ee with : 
forms for the purpose.
